School and Church 


A recent recommendation by the 
State Council of the California 
Teachers Association advocated per- 
missive Bible reading in the schools.

“In a nation founded on relig- 
ious principles, recognition of God 
and Religion in public school class- 
rooms can be an objective without 
offending anyone of any particular 
religious sect. The name of God is 
on our money, yet it has been taboo 
in the public schools. 

“All our American legislative 
bodies open with prayer but the 
recognition of the Diety has been 
shied away from in the classrooms 
of America. This can be changed 
without removing the protection of 
religious liberty, or moving against 
the principles of separation of 
Church and State.” 





Exchange Students 


The blindness that persists in 
some areas of our national life at 
this time is evidenced in the action 
of Congress in cutting off half the 
appropriation for the National Stu- 


dent Exchange Program. The 
Smith-Mundt and the Fulbright 
Programs, costing only $15 million 
a year, have brought thousands of 
European students, educators and 
agricultural experts to this country 
every year, while similar numbers 
of Americans have studied abroad. 
Even such conservative groups 
as the Hickenlooper Committee in 
the Senate and the Judd Commit- 
tee in the House, after examining 
these programs both here and 
abroad, have each highly commend- 
ed the projects and advised their 
expansion. However, the House 
slashed $6 million or over 40 per 
cent from the budget of the Stu- 
dent Exchange Programs and the 
cut is now up to the Senate. 
What a small fraction this $6 
million represents in the face of 
the huge appropriations for atom 
bombs and conventional weapons! 


X-Ray and Forecast 


HE PUBLIC IS BEING BE-FOGGED and misled on both interna- 

tional and domestic issues. We are told that Indochina is the crisis of 
Asia, justifying anticipation of war if the Communists pursue their ob- 
jectives further; that the McCarthy-Army row is a major issue because of 
the threat of Communist subversion in this country. 

THE WAR IN INDOCHINA is not the crisis of Asia; it is the 
continuation of an inevitable revolution throughout Asia which would 
have come with or without communism. Nationalism and not communism 
is the major issue of Asia, with Marxism a convenient, dynamic instru- 
mentality seized upon by the impassioned nationalist leaders in that tur- 
bulent world of color which stretches from Peking to Capetown and on to 
the Indian revolutionaries of Guatemala. 

Here are the outstanding facts of Indochina that are being either 
suppressed or ignored by our military-political extremists who are beating 
the drums for war: The determining factor in Indochina is not guns, 
tanks, planes, shells or bombs which the French forces have received from 
us in far larger quantities than the Ho Minh armies have gotten similar 
supplies from Red China and Russia, according to American newsmen. 
(N. Y. Herald Tribune, June 8). The determining factor is that a civil war 
— and the Indochina war is just that — cannot be won without popular 
support and the French colonial governments simply do not have it. The 
French colonial Viet Nam state has made two draft calls and only 10 per 
cent of the men responded, and many of those cannot be relied upon in 
battle. If an election were held in French colonial Indochina today, popu- 
lar support would go to the Communists — this is the belief of most un- 
prejudiced observers. It is upon this quicksand that our extremists would 
have us enter the war in Asia. 

THE POPULAR IMPRESSION that the Ho Minh leadership is 
but a stooge of Mao Tse-tung, who in turn is a military satellite of Mos- 
cow, is exaggerated and misleading. Observers at the Geneva Conference 
have noted that, while the Communist delegates have naturally operated 
more or less as allies, the Russians revealed intense interest and concern 
whenever the Chinese Communist delegates spoke. It seemed obvious that 
they did not have advance information. Likewise when the Moscow and 
Peking delegates listened to the Indochinese Communists. Newsmen re- 
port that, though members of the Red bloc were to a large extent striving 
for the same objectives — to outmaneuver and defeat the West — none 
appeared to be certain exactly what the others were planning. 

English journalists who have come out of Red China report that 
Russian technical experts live in seclusion and are looked upon with dis- 
trust, as are all foreigners, despite official pro-Russian propaganda. The 
Chinese are also despised in Indochina because of past wars. Hence the 
picture you are being given of a world Communist octopus under one dia- 
bolical head is over-simplified and puerile. Communism is a school of 
sharks, man-eating and dangerous, but, like all savage life, as ready to 
turn upon each other as upon a victim. What we need is political and 
military leadership sufficiently mature and skillful to take advantage of 
the situation rather than lead us headfirst into the tank with the sharks! 

Moreover, the reports which have appeared in the military-jingo 
section of the press about “secret papers” that have been “discovered,” 
concerning Mao Tse-tung’s plan to conquer the world, are sheer propa- 


ganda without substantial sources. It is an old, old racket — introducing

Reds Lose Youth 


From time to time we have re- 
ported the little noticed but very 
significant indifference towards com- 
munism on the part of new genera- 
tions of youth in Russia and in the 
satellite countries. Now word comes 
from Paris that the French Com- 
munists have admitted their failure 
to win the post-war youth of France 
to the Communist cause. Only 11 
per cent of the French Communists 
are under 25 years of age and 29 
per cent are over 50. 

No more hopeful omen for the 
future can be recorded than that 
young people on both sides of the 
Iron Curtain regard the Communist 
program as “old stuff,” a symbol 
of the failures and frustrations of 
the older generation. Youth, today, 
as at all times in history, looks for 
something new, fresh and challeng- 
ing into which they can pour their 
lives. Cannot an awakening of the 
Christian forces in the world offer 
this generation what it seeks? For 
the cause of Christian truth is for- 
ever new and fresh and every new 
movement that seeks to replace it 
is inevitably made up of versions of 
Christian teachings which the world 
has failed to fulfill.

Only 
350,000 Communist party mem- 
bers in France control well over 
one-fourth of the votes cast in the 
usual French election, and in Italy 
1,200,000 party members have 
been able to garner over 10 million 
votes, or approximately 38 per cent 
of the votes. In Italy and Greece, 
large land ownership still resides in 
the hands of a few, with the church 
organizations dominant among the 
great estate owners, hence a large 
proportion of farmers continue 
landless without hope of deliver- 
ance from life-long poverty. The 
Communist formula — “We'll shoot 
the landlord, and you can have 
some land,” is simple and effective. 
It was noted that communism is 
also frequently associated with a 
high ratio of illiteracy, that areas 
heavily infiltrated with communism 
are in desperate need of tax re- 
form. (In Italy, Greece and France, 
where the rich customarily pay lit- 
tle tax, the impoverished workers 
and farmers bear heavy tax bur- 
dens out of their meager incomes.) 

Communism’s strong appeal to 
intellectuals in many places was be- 
lieved to arise out of the lack, 
among non-Communist forces, of 
an idealism or “cause.” Maintaining 
the status quo — with its perpetual 
poverty and social injustice — has 
offered no challenge, whereas com- 
munism has offered a crusade for 
world transformation. The confer- 
ence emphasized that the deception 
and tyranny within communism 
stands only dimly in the background 
where the tyranny of poverty per- 
sists, along with religious and edu- 
cational systems which have perpet- 
uated illiteracy and social injustices 
for centuries. 

Many of these leaders, who had 
been Communists in their youth 
but had become awakened to its 
deception and greater enslavement, 
are the most effective and realistic 
anti-Communist force available. 
Suggestions that some of these men 
be brought to America to visit our 
colleges, labor unions, farmers 
groups are thwarted by laws and 
regulations enacted bv our political 
extremists which would prevent 
their entrance into this country.

as evidence supposedly discovered “documents.” Remember the “protocols 
of Zion” and the Tanaka memorial (purported to give the plans of the 
Japanese military to conquer the world), etc., which have been used in the 
past to whip up the war spirit? As reputable an observer as Herbert Ellis- 
ton said in the Washington Post, June 6, “The methods of conditioning 
the public mind are becoming oh, so familiar . . . this peddling of spurious 
dossiers, protocols and documents is at a premium in times of high 
tension.” 

WHAT HAS GONE WRONG IN INDOCHINA is that the 
French have refused to grant the demands for independence to the Indo- 
chinese people until it is too late. The only hope now is to establish limited 
military objectives, wall off the Viet Minh Red area and use our resources 
to aid and transform the other territories that lie open to Communist in- 
filtration because of poverty and despair. 

As we have reported, the real danger of war comes from the mili- 
tary extremists in this country, both in and out of uniform, who can see 
nothing but war — war with unlimited objectives. For the most outspoken 
advocates of war now with Ho Minh and Red China admit no plan or 
strategy that would limit the war. It has been such talk in official circles 
in this country which has frightened and divided our allies and left us 
standing somewhat alone near the edge of a precipice. 


HAT IS THE SUM TOTAL of the McCarthy-Army TV phan- 

tasmagoria in Washington? Comedy, tragedy, drama — with sinis- 

ter overtones of perversion, mingled with what Shakespeare described (in 

Twelfth Night) “If this were played upon a stage, now, I could condemn 
it as an improbable fiction.” 

We understand that the musical comedy fraternity on Broadway 
is all abuzz with ideas for a musical show based on the antics of the 
senator and his brood of sloe-eyed dependencies. Imagine the fun Broad- 
way comics could have — with Mr. Cohn and Mr. Schine tap dancing 
their way from desk to desk in the Pentagon, or through some of the 
most elaborate geisha establishments in New York and foreign capitals; 
with prototypes of Senators Mundt, Dirksen, Potter and others in the 
chorus line with Schine’s girls and hotel maids, while the Socratic Army 
council Welsh uses his winsome sophistry in a lonely part, always played 
close to the wings, to prop up the thin unsteady Army back drops. It is a 
plot that never quite comes off because neither political party can afford 
to have the peculiar twists of the McCarthy-Cohn-Schine clan or the 
blundering Army bureaucracy exposed to the public gaze. 

But the residue that will remain undefined and unspoken in the 
public mind is the obvious fact that perjury has been committed in a big 
way. Who are the honest men, who the liars? If personal records mean 
anything in establishing the veracity of a witness, there is the long record 
of McCarthy’s duplicities, deceptions and falsehoods and questionable 
money deals (see the Beacon Press book, McCarthy, the Man, the Senator, 
the “Ism” by Anderson and May; or The Progressive, April ’54). 

Will these finally get out on the Senate floor and be acted upon? 
Will the Justice Department take up the matter of blatant perjury? Or 
will party politics continue to dominate the tattered honor of the nation’s 
highest forum? 

When we consider that the whole American police system, the 
FBI, Army and Navy Intelligence, etc., are organized to deal effectively 
with communism, the most meaningful part of this picture focuses on this 
little cluster of political gumshoes setting themselves up as the judges of 
“Who’s a good American?” Posing as passionate opponents of commu- 
nism, they have become experts of the Marxist technique of diversion, hit- 
and-run character assassination, the double cross and innuendo as skill- 
fully applied as a stiletto in the back of a dancing partner. Broadway 
musical comedy men are right; it is all terribly funny — if it were not so 
sad, and so threatening. 

NOW LET US TURN from the view of the world that becomes 
distorted and clouded by militarism and politics and look at the develop- 
ments of the hour which reveal great, constructive forces at work. 


HE EUROPEAN ECONOMY has revealed an unexpected stability 
during the American recession of this past spring and winter. A pro- 
longed U. S. depression would no doubt bring distaster to most of the 
free world, but the foreign press indicates that European business has not 
only remained firm during our 1953-54 slump but in many instances 
advances have been registered. West German industry especially has con- 
tinued its vigorous expansion, and England, Holland, Italy and the Scan- 
dinavian countries have evidenced a pronounced independence of Amer- 
ican trade and financial barometers. Although the Indochina war has 
kept France in the grip of political and economic paralysis, otherwise 
we can no longer say that Europe is sustained only by the overflow of

fore, are more important in the

There are two great international 
labor organizations: the Internation- 
al Confederation of Free Labor, 
which was organized four years ago 
by British and American labor lead- 
ers, for the purpose of combating 
communism in the ranks of labor, 
especially in European countries; 
and the older International Labor 
Organization, which was created un- 
der the Versailles Treaty and _ has 
continued since 1945 under the 
auspices of the United Nations. La- 
bor representatives from all coun- 
tries, Communist or non-Commu- 
nist, can join the ILO. 

It has been the new Confedera- 
tion of Free Labor, which has 
harassed the world Communist 
leaders by widespread publicity 
concerning conditions in slave labor 
camps in the Soviet Union and the 
low standard of living and condi- 
tions of tyranny prevailing among 
all workers behind the Iron Curtain. 
Through its underground connec- 
tions, the ICFL has been able to 
confront the Communist statesmen 
at the UN and elsewhere with facts 
that have had a devastating effect 
upon the Soviet’s relationship to the 
working classes in strategic non- 
Communist areas. 

While the USSR has been enti- 
tled to membership in the older In- 
ternational Labor Organization, it 
has refused to permit representa- 
tives of its workers to join that 
body until recently. Because the 
ILO had been well organized in 
Eastern European countries, most 
of the satellites have continued to 
maintain their membership despite 
Soviet objections, a relationship 
which pressure from Moscow has 
been unable to sever. But with the 
recent announcement that the So- 
viet was at last asking membership 
in the ILO, it now appears that the 
Moscow dictatorship is changing its 
tactics, perhaps fearful of losing 
control of the workers in the satel- 
lite countries —and also in_ the 
hope it might be able to break up 
the ILO from within. 

Realizing that the satellite dele- 
gates will be forced to follow the 
lead of Moscow representatives in 
ILO decisions, world labor leaders 
are planning to use all possible in- 
fluence to keep the ILO program 
under the bright spotlight of pub- 
licity so that any Soviet tactics that 
threaten the position of free labor 
may be exposed to the eves of the 
world. The chief handicap faced 
by the free labor forces is the indif- 
ference of most world news chan- 
nels to news concerning free labor's 
efforts to combat communism, 
while lurid headlines play up the 
sensational but often meaningless 
military and political maneuvering. 
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Enemies of the UN 


Opponents of the United Nations 
in this country frequently charge 
that the UN is a hotbed of Com- 
munist infiltration and a tool of 
Russian interests. This has always 
been a false accusation, but its lack 
of foundation has been sharply ex- 
posed at the Geneva Conference 
where Russia has flung many seri- 
ous insults at the UN, challenging 
its authority and refusing to accept 
its supervision Over all-Korean elec- 
tions. Walter Bedell Smith, U. S. 
Under Secretary of State, comment- 
ing on the Soviet’s attitude toward 
the UN, stated that the Soviet Un- 
is telling the world that it re- 
jects the principle of collective se- 
curity for which the UN stands and 
that it intends to do what it pleases 
without regard for truth or justice 
or peace to which the UN is 
committed. “This defiance,” Mr. 
Smith said, “should draw the rest of 
us closer together.” 

Paradoxically, the two forces that 
oppose the UN most vigorously are 
the rabid reactionary elements in 
this country, along with the Com- 
munists of Russia! 


What is UNICEF? 

Originally a post-war emergency 
operation for helping to heal and 
feed children in Europe, the United 
Nation’s Children’s Fund has now 
been made into a permanent agen- 
cy because of the successful tech- 
niques it has developed in health 
advancement for children all over 
the world. Organized on a self-help 
basis, the individual governments 
pay 61 cents of each dollar spent, 
the UN contributes 39 cents. Much 
of UNICEF’s work is done in co- 
operation with the World Health 
Organization. Funds for the UNI- 
CEF program come from 68 gov- 
ernmental voluntary contributions, 
in addition to contributions from 
private organizations, individuals 
and children, along with commodi- 
ties contributed by governments. 
Children in the U. S. also help. The 
Hallowe’en “Trick or Treat” pro- 
gram in 1953 collected nearly 
$100,000, mostly in pennies, 
which was enough to protect over a 
million people against malaria. 

In a recent issue, The Friends 
Intelligencer lists achievements and 
projects of UNICEF. In 1954 the 
agency expects to develop the fol- 
lowing projects: (1) Help to Indo- 
Nesia in producing “milk” from 
protein-rich soya beans and pea- 
nuts — the first “vegetable milk” 
manufacturing in the world. (2) A 
milk drying plant at Anand, India, 
the first UNICEF-aided in Asia. 
(3) At Belgrade, Yugoslavia, the 
first penicillin plant. (4) A daily cup 
of milk to 2 million children in 
South Korea and to over a mil- 
lion Japanese children stricken by

our prosperity. This is better news than we think — more important than 
military headlines, for the Communist plans for conquest are based 
squarely upon the expectation of an American depression which, accord- 
ing to Marxist theorists, will bring economic stagnation to all of Western 
Europe. The Communists fear the threat of prolonged prosperity in the 
capitalist West more than they fear H-bombs; they are not blind at this 
point as are so many in Washington who see nothing they can’t look at 
over a gun barrel. 

Most American economists believe we still must experience an 
economic shake-down when once our military spending is reduced to 
more normal proportions and our immense production plant, turned more 
largely to peace time production, has become swamped with surplus 
goods. But there are now hopeful signs that the European countries can 
ride the shock waves that would fan out from a U. S. economic upheaval. 

CURRENCY CONVERTABILITY: More evidence of Europe’s 
economic stability comes with the recent announcements of a broad move 
toward the increased convertability of currency. The last world war 
wrecked European currency; the French franc, the Italian lira and the 
Spanish peseta became so inflated (the pre-war franc 20 to a dollar — 
today about 390 to a dollar) that trade between these areas and the ster- 
ling-dollar blocs could only move as it filtered through rigid currency 
restrictions. Even the more stable nations such as England, Holland and 
Belgium, with greater resources and a more stable economy, operated on 
such a narrow margin of solvency that they could not risk entanglement 
of any large credits in the franc-lira-peseta areas. But now American 
military expenditures in Spain and the continued recovery of Italian trade 
have firmed the peseta and lira, while Swiss financiers are supporting 
Paris investments to stimulate French-Swiss production and trade. There- 
fore, European bankers report that they expect new currency converta- 
bility agreements to accelerate the flow of trade and commerce over West- 
ern Europe. This will mean much in the strengthening of Europe’s de- 
fenses against violent political upheaval. 


NEW BUSINESS ATTITUDES are also emerging, especially in 
England, Holland, Belgium and elsewhere. The historic struggle for eco- 
nomic control has been between the old financial oligarchies and the left- 
wing Socialists and Communists. Laissez-faire free enterprise, with wealth 
in the hands of the old aristocratic families, has stood in stubborn defi- 
ance of social reform and socialistic demands for state ownership and a 


planned economy. But now in many other places a new economic con-

floods. (5) Extension of malaria, 
prevention to Mexico and Africa. 

In 1953 UNICEF set up TB vac- 
cination programs that reached 22 
million children; penicillin treat- 
ment for 3 million afflicted with the 
tropical disease, yaws; protection 
against malaria for 12 million; dis- 
tribution of food to over 11 million 
mothers and children; equipping of 
5,700 child welfare centers. 

Long-range plans include urgent- 
ly needed programs in Latin Amer- 
ica, two-thirds of which is classi- 
fied as “underdeveloped,” with the 
majority of the people underfed, 
unhoused, undereducated and un- 
healthy. The dried milk program is 
usually the starting point — with 
vaccination and other health pro- 
tections following. Contrary to 
many mistaken impressions, the 
peoples of underdeveloped areas are 
not “happy as they are,” living on 
the borderline of starvation and dis- 
ease; in fact, the peoples of most 
areas cooperate with UNICEF. 





Seventh-day Adventists 

The Seventh-day Adventists re- 
cently announced that 30,000 of 
their membership, who work in un- 
ionized industries, have made agree- 
ments with labor unions to main- 
tain their work situations without 
union membership, which is against 
the tenets of their faith. Labor lead- 
ers will accept the equivalent of 
union dues from Adventist workers 
— this money to be used for phil- 
anthropic purposes. 

The Adventists also announced 
the extension of their medical cadet 
corps training. Unlike some of the 
other peace denominations that op- 
pose military service, the Advent- 
ists object only to combatant serv- 
ice. Their medical cadet corps 
trains their young people in basic 
medical aid service which conforms 
to armed forces requirements. Eight- 
een thousand Adventist youth have 
served in the armed forces since 
the beginning of World War II, and 
leaders state that their young people 
“accept their military service as a 
call to ambassadorship for Christ.” 

The Adventists are also organiz- 
ing a program to make their 3,000 
churches in North America centers 
for casualty care in time of disas- 
ter. The church’s civil defense pro- 
gram includes 18,000 instructors 
who are trained in first aid, and 
welfare agencies of the denomina- 
tion are stockpiling food, clothing 
and other disaster supplies in 300 
centers. Foreign centers of relief 
will be run in conjunction with 
the Adventist missionarv program.

Suggestions that some of these men 
be brought to America to visit our 
colleges, labor unions, farmers 
groups are thwarted by laws and 
regulations enacted by our political 
extremists which would prevent 
their entrance into this country. 





Communism vs. Labor 

The most strategic area in our 
conflict with communism centers in 
the thought and attitudes of the in- 
dustrial workers and landless farm 
laborers throughout the world, for 
the Marxists teach that the revolu- 
tion will succeed or fail in terms of 


their success in winning these 
masses to the Communist cause.

as evidence supposedly discovered “documents.” Remember the “protocols 
of Zion” and the Tanaka memorial (purported to give the plans of the 
Japanese military to conquer the world), etc., which have been used in the 
past to whip up the war spirit? As reputable an observer as Herbert Ellis- 
ton said in the Washington Post, June 6, “The methods of conditioning 
the public mind are becoming oh, so familiar . . . this peddling of spurious 
dossiers, protocols and documents is at a premium in times of high 
tension.” 


WHAT HAS GONE WRONG IN INDOCHINA is that the 
French have refused to grant the demands for independence to the Indo- 
chinese people until it is too late. The only hope now is to establish limited 
military objectives, wall off the Viet Minh Red area and use our resources 
to aid and transform the other territories that lie open to Communist in- 
filtration because of poverty and despair. 

As we have reported, the real danger of war comes from the mili- 
tary extremists in this country, both in and out of uniform, who can see 
nothing but war — war with unlimited objectives. For the most outspoken 
advocates of war now with Ho Minh and Red China admit no plan or 
strategy that would limit the war. It has been such talk in official circles 
in this country which has frightened and divided our allies and left us 
standing somewhat alone near the edge of a precipice. 


HAT IS THE SUM TOTAL of the McCarthy-Army TV phan- 

tasmagoria in Washington? Comedy, tragedy, drama — with sinis- 

ter overtones of perversion, mingled with what Shakespeare described (in 

Twelfth Night) “If this were played upon a stage, now, I could condemn 
it as an improbable fiction.” 


We understand that the musical comedy fraternity on Broadway 
is all abuzz with ideas for a musical show based on the antics of the 
senator and his brood of sloe-eyed dependencies. Imagine the fun Broad- 
way comics could have — with Mr. Cohn and Mr. Schine tap dancing 
their way from desk to desk in the Pentagon, or through some of the 
most elaborate geisha establishments in New York and foreign capitals; 
with prototypes of Senators Mundt, Dirksen, Potter and others in the 
chorus line with Schine’s girls and hotel maids, while the Socratic Army 
council Welsh uses his winsome sophistry in a lonely part, always played 
close to the wings, to prop up the thin unsteady Army back drops. It is a 
plot that never quite comes off because neither political party can afford 
to have the peculiar twists of the McCarthy-Cohn-Schine clan or the 
blundering Army bureaucracy exposed to the public gaze. 

But the residue that will remain undefined and unspoken in the 
public mind is the obvious fact that perjury has been committed in a big 
way. Who are the honest men, who the liars? If personal records mean 
anything in establishing the veracity of a witness, there is the long record 
of McCarthy’s duplicities, deceptions and falsehoods and questionable 
money deals (see the Beacon Press book, McCarthy, the Man, the Senator, 
the “Ism” by Anderson and May; or The Progressive, April ’54). 

Will these finally get out on the Senate floor and be acted upon? 
Will the Justice Department take up the matter of blatant perjury? Or 
will party politics continue to dominate the tattered honor of the nation’s 
highest forum? 

When we consider that the whole American police system, the 
FBI, Army and Navy Intelligence, etc., are organized to deal effectively 
with communism, the most meaningful part of this picture focuses on this 
little cluster of political gumshoes setting themselves up as the judges of 
“Who’s a good American?” Posing as passionate opponents of commu- 
nism, they have become experts of the Marxist technique of diversion, hit- 
and-run character assassination, the double cross and innuendo as skill- 
fully applied as a stiletto in the back of a dancing partner. Broadway 
musical comedy men are right; it is all terribly funny — if it were not so 
sad, and so threatening. 

NOW LET US TURN from the view of the world that becomes 
distorted and clouded by militarism and politics and look at the develop- 
ments of the hour which reveal great, constructive forces at work. 


HE EUROPEAN ECONOMY has revealed an unexpected stability 

during the American recession of this past spring and winter. A pro- 
longed U. S. depression would no doubt bring distaster to most of the 
free world, but the foreign press indicates that European business has not 
only remained firm during our 1953-54 slump but in many instances 
advances have been registered. West German industry especially has con- 
tinued its vigorous expansion, and England, Holland, Italy and the Scan- 
dinavian countries have evidenced a pronounced independence of Amer- 
ican trade and financial barometers. Although the Indochina war has 
kept France in the grip of political and economic paralysis, otherwise 


we can no longer say that Europe is sustained only by the overflow of

fore, are more important in the 

long run than anything which can 

be accomplished by military action. 

There are two great international 
labor organizations: the Internation. 
al Confederation of Free Labor, 
which was organized four years ago 
by British and American labor lead- 
ers, for the purpose of combating 
communism in the ranks of labor, 
especially in European countries; 
and the older International Labor 
Organization, which was created un- 
der the Versailles Treaty and _ has 
continued since 1945 under the 
auspices of the United Nations. La- 
bor representatives from all coun- 
tries, Communist or non-Commu- 
nist, can join the ILO. 

It has been the new Confedera- 
tion of Free Labor, which has 
harassed the world Communist 
leaders by widespread publicity 
concerning conditions in slave labor 
camps in the Soviet Union and the 
low standard of living and condi- 
tions of tyranny prevailing among 
all workers behind the Iron Curtain. 
Through its underground connec- 
tions, the ICFL has been able to 
confront the Communist statesmen 
at the UN and elsewhere with facts 
that have had a devastating effect 
upon the Soviet’s relationship to the 
working classes in strategic non- 
Communist areas. 

While the USSR has been enti- 
tled to membership in the older In- 
ternational Labor Organization, it 
has refused to permit representa- 
tives of its workers to join that 
body until recently. Because the 
ILO had been well organized in 
Eastern European countries, most 
of the satellites have continued to 
maintain their membership despite 
Soviet objections, a_ relationship 
which pressure from Moscow has 
been unable to sever. But with the 
recent announcement that the So- 
viet was at last asking membership 
in the ILO, it now appears that the 
Moscow dictatorship is changing its 
tactics, perhaps fearful of losing 
control of the workers in the satel- 
lite countries —and also in_ the 
hope it might be able to break up 
the ILO from within. 

Realizing that the satellite dele- 
gates will be forced to follow the 
lead of Moscow representatives in 
ILO decisions, world labor leaders 
are planning to use all possible in- 
fluence to keep the ILO program 
under the bright spotlight of pub- 
licity so that any Soviet tactics that 
threaten the position of free labor 
may be exposed to the eves of the 
world. The chief handicap faced 
by the free labor forces is the indif- 
ference of most world news chan- 
nels to news concerning free labor's 
efforts to combat communism, 
while lurid headlines play up the 
sensational but often meaningless 
military and political maneuvering. 
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Enemies of the UN 


Opponents of the United Nations 
in this country frequently charge 
that the UN is a hotbed of Com- 
munist infiltration and a tool of 
Russian interests. This has always 
been a false accusation, but its lack 
of foundation has been sharply ex- 
posed at the Geneva Conference 
where Russia has flung many seri- 
ous insults at the UN, challenging 
its authority and refusing to accept 
its supervision over all-Korean elec- 
tions. Walter Bedell Smith, U. S. 
Under Secretary of State, comment- 
ing on the Soviet’s attitude toward 
the UN, stated that the Soviet Un- 
ion is telling the world that it re- 
jects the principle of collective se- 
curity for which the UN stands and 
that it intends to do what it pleases 
without regard for truth or justice 
or peace to which the UN is 
committed. “This defiance,” Mr. 
Smith said, “should draw the rest of 
us closer together.” 

Paradoxically, the two forces that 
oppose the UN most vigorously are 
the rabid reactionary elements in 
this country, along with the Com- 
munists of Russia! 


What is UNICEF? 

Originally a post-war emergency 
operation for helping to heal and 
feed children in Europe, the United 
Nation’s Children’s Fund has now 
been made into a permanent agen- 
cy because of the successful tech- 
niques it has developed in health 
advancement for children all over 
the world. Organized on a self-help 
basis, the individual governments 
pay 61 cents of each dollar spent, 
the UN contributes 39 cents. Much 
of UNICEF’s work is done in co- 
operation with the World Health 
Organization. Funds for the UNI- 
CEF program come from 68 gov- 
ernmental voluntary contributions, 
in addition to contributions from 
private organizations, individuals 
and children, along with commodi- 
ties contributed by governments. 
Children in the U. S. also help. The 
Hallowe’en “Trick or Treat” pro- 
gram in 1953 collected nearly 
$100,000, mostly in pennies, 
which was enough to protect over a 
million people against malaria. 

In a recent issue, The Friends 
Intelligencer lists achievements and 
projects of UNICEF. In 1954 the 
agency expects to develop the fol- 
lowing projects: (1) Help to Indo- 
Nesia in producing “milk” from 
protein-rich soya beans and pea- 
nuts — the first “vegetable milk” 
manufacturing in the world. (2) A 
milk drying plant at Anand, India, 
the first UNICEF-aided in Asia. 
(3) At Belgrade, Yugoslavia, the 
first penicillin plant. (4) A daily cup 
of milk to 2 million children in 
South Korea and to over a mil- 
lion Japanese children stricken by 
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our prosperity. This is better news than we think — more important than 
military headlines, for the Communist plans for conquest are based 
squarely upon the expectation of an American depression which, accord- 
ing to Marxist theorists, will bring economic stagnation to all of Western 
Europe. The Communists fear the threat of prolonged prosperity in the 
capitalist West more than they fear H-bombs; they are not blind at this 
point as are so many in Washington who see nothing they can’t look at 
over a gun barrel. 


Most American economists believe we still must experience an 
economic shake-down when once our military spending is reduced to 
more normal proportions and our immense production plant, turned more 
largely to peace time production, has become swamped with surplus 
goods. But there are now hopeful signs that the European countries can 
ride the shock waves that would fan out from a U. S. economic upheaval. 

CURRENCY CONVERTABILITY: More evidence of Europe’s 
economic stability comes with the recent announcements of a broad move 
toward the increased convertability of currency. The last world war 
wrecked European currency; the French franc, the Italian lira and the 
Spanish peseta became so inflated (the pre-war franc 20 to a dollar — 
today about 390 to a dollar) that trade between these areas and the ster- 
ling-dollar blocs could only move as it filtered through rigid currency 
restrictions. Even the more stable nations such as England, Holland and 
Belgium, with greater resources and a more stable economy, operated on 
such a narrow margin of solvency that they could not risk entanglement 
of any large credits in the franc-lira-peseta areas. But now American 
military expenditures in Spain and the continued recovery of Italian trade 
have firmed the peseta and lira, while Swiss financiers are supporting 
Paris investments to stimulate French-Swiss production and trade. There- 
fore, European bankers report that they expect new currency converta- 
bility agreements to accelerate the flow of trade and commerce over West- 
ern Europe. This will mean much in the strengthening of Europe’s de- 
fenses against violent political upheaval. 


NEW BUSINESS ATTITUDES are also emerging, especially in 
England, Holland, Belgium and elsewhere. The historic struggle for eco- 
nomic control has been between the old financial oligarchies and the left- 
wing Socialists and Communists. Laissez-faire free enterprise, with wealth 
in the hands of the old aristocratic families, has stood in stubborn defi- 
ance of social reform and socialistic demands for state ownership and a 


planned economy. But now in many other places a new economic con-

floods. (5) Extension of malaria, 
prevention to Mexico and Africa. 

In 1953 UNICEF set up TB vac- 
cination programs that reached 22 
million children; penicillin treat- 
ment for 3 million afflicted with the 
tropical disease, yaws; protection 
against malaria for 12 million; dis- 
tribution of food to over 11 million 
mothers and children; equipping of 
5,700 child welfare centers. 

Long-range plans include urgent- 
ly needed programs in Latin Amer- 
ica, two-thirds of which is classi- 
fied as “underdeveloped,” with the 
majority of the people underfed, 
unhoused, undereducated and un- 
healthy. The dried milk program is 
usually the starting point — with 
vaccination and other health pro- 
tections following. Contrary to 
many mistaken impressions, the 
peoples of underdeveloped areas are 
not “happy as they are,” living on 
the borderline of starvation and dis- 
ease; in fact, the peoples of most 
areas cooperate with UNICEF. 





Seventh-day Adventists 

The Seventh-day Adventists re- 
cently announced that 30,000 of 
their membership, who work in un- 
ionized industries, have made agree- 
ments with labor unions to main- 
tain their work situations without 
union membership, which is against 
the tenets of their faith. Labor lead- 
ers will accept the equivalent of 
union dues from Adventist workers 
— this money to be used for phil- 
anthropic purposes. 

The Adventists also announced 
the extension of their medical cadet 
corps training. Unlike some of the 
oiher peace denominations that op- 
pose military service, the Advent- 
ists object only to combatant serv- 
ice. Their medical cadet corps 
trains their young people in basic 
medical aid service which conforms 
to armed forces requirements. Eight- 
een thousand Adventist youth have 
served in the armed forces since 
the beginning of World War II, and 
leaders state that their young people 
“accept their military service as a 
call to ambassadorship for Christ.” 

The Adventists are also organiz- 
ing a program to make their 3,000 
churches in North America centers 
for casualty care in time of disas- 
ter. The church’s civil defense pro- 
gram includes 18,000 instructors 
who are trained in first aid, and 
welfare agencies of the denomina- 
tion are stockpiling food, clothing 
and other disaster supplies in 300 
centers. Foreign centers of relief 
will be run in conjunction with 
the Adventist missionarv program.

Saints, Dogma, History 
American press reports of the 
canonization of Pope Pius X in 
Rome failed to explain the true sig- 
nificance of these ceremonial events. 
There has long been a growing split 
within the ranks of the Catholic 
church — even in the hierarchy — 
over the perpetuation of some 
points of primitive medieval dog- 
matism versus new more rational 
interpretations of theology that 
recognize the enormously increased 
knowledge of civilized man in our 
day. A growing number of enlight- 
ened, scholarly priests and Catho- 
lic leaders have been preaching and 
teaching Catholic doctrine in terms 
of man’s vastly enlarged horizons, 
seeking to retain all the great moral 
and spiritual virtues of Catholic 
doctrine while de-emphasizing 
some of the superstition-soaked 
crudities that have come to char- 
acterize the church’s doctrine and 
practices in some instances. 

The influence of present Pope 
Pius XII has been increasingly 
used to strenthen the side of ex- 
treme conservatism in the church. 
The dramatic beginning of this re- 
turn to primitive dogmatism was 
the proclamation four years ago 
concerning the transfiguration of 
Mary, that the mother of Christ 
never suffered the corruption of 
death, but was carried bodily into 
heaven. The Pope, along with the 
three-score elderly men who make 
up the real ruling body of the 
church, called the College of Cardi- 
nals, came to this decision 1900 
years after the death of Mary. Vat- 
ican spokesmen cite the “ancient 
documents of the church” upon 
which the decision of transfigura- 
tion is founded, but no such rec- 
ords are known to Biblical scholars 
outside the narrow confines of the 
Vatican, and no scholars outside the 
College of Cardinals are permitted 
to inspect these ancient papers. 

The rise of Mary worship to a 
place of priority and prominence, 
hitherto unknown in the church’s 
history, was made possible by the 
work of Pope Pius X who died in 
1915 and who has been recently 
canonized. The significance of the 
canonization of Pius X is wrapped 
up in the fact that at the turn of 
the century this struggle between 
conservatism versus rationalism 
had already become sharp in Rome, 
and Pope Pius X has been known 
as the papal disciplinarian who 
curbed the growing trend towards 
enlightened, modern scholarship in 
Vatican circles. He is remembered 
as the “exterminator of modern- 
ism,” and as the “spiritual disciplin- 
arian of the Jesuits” — for Pius X 
was a Jesuit —in forcing a return 
to medieval traditions in the church 
and its doctrines. He proclaimed 
that the teachings of the church 


must stand above and bevond the 
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cept is appearing. Economic freedom and competition are still considered 
essential for efficiency, but the new post-war generation of European busi- 
ness leaders realize that long range planning is now absolutely necessary, 
that such planning requires cooperation with the state, that business, la- 
bor and government must be partners. A new progressive cooperative 
type of “conservatism” is replacing the old Tory Col. Biimp type. 

THE YOUNG BUSINESSMAN of England, Holland, France 
and Italy today thinks like a Socialist of a generation ago; whatever our 
personal attitude may be towards these changes, no informed layman can 
afford to ignore them. This new viewpoint, forging the two extreme eco- 
nomic philosophies into a strong cooperative middle way, emphasizes a 
competitive free society linked with state planning and wide community 
cooperation, and lifts greater bulwarks against communism than all the 
arms we have shipped to Europe in the past eight years. But little is said 
about these changes in this country. It is taboo in much of the American 
press to speak of social reforms in the rest of the world if such liberal 
ideas as state control and ownership of raw materials or industrial-state 
planning, etc., are involved. Yet such prosperous capitalist countries as 
Switzerland, Sweden, Belgium have such systems thoroughly under way. 


RADE VS. WAR: It is against this background that the most con- 
servative business leaders in London and Paris are insisting they 
must renew trade relations and enlarge their commercial activities with 
the satellite countries, with Red China and even Russia. A European im- 
porter, who has many trade contacts behind the Iron Curtain, recently 
told your editor in a long luncheon interview that there are two ways in 
which the people behind the Iron Curtain were reaching out towards the 
West; one is in trade, the other is in religion. 

“The unique thing about trade and religion,” said this European 
businessman, “is that, in fostering either, we do not strengthen the Com- 
munists but strengthen the people in their resistance against the Com- 
munists.” He explained how Moscow tried to make all of the satellite 
countries dependent upon Russia in their economic life — although Rus- 
sian production cannot even meet the needs of the Russian people. And 
above all, the satellites resent this economic dependency. They loathe any 
situation that forces their country and its resources to be used for the 
benefit of others. Said this businessman, “Now trade with the West not 
only increases the standard of living of satellite people but it under- 
mines their ‘cooperation’ with Moscow. And, since most of the things 
we sell them can’t be gotten from Russia, it provides a foothold for re- 
gaining their economic independence. Likewise these people have strong 
religious sentiments. Their churches have successfully withstood the ham- 
mer blows of the Communist atheist program. Thus these deeply religious 
people cherish any contact they can have with the Christian West, and 
what on the surface might be an interchange of goods and technical skills 
often becomes also a spiritual interchange of confidence and hope.” 

We recalled the engineer from Stockholm, the textile expert from 
Antwerp, the wood products man from London, devout laymen all, who 
had related their experiences in satellite capitals and in Russian cities, 
where they discovered that the plant managers, even the commissars, 
were sometimes religious men under their Marxist facade, cautiously 
eager for information from and contact with the cultural and religious 
forces in the West. “Trade and commerce can tap all other human rela- 
tionships,” concluded our European friend with great earnestness. 

THUS those who demand that all trade cease with the Com- 
munist East, are in reality the best little helpers the Kremlin has in 
furthering the isolation of East and West and enforcing the dependency 
of millions of people upon the Soviet economic tyranny. 

A favorite military thesis holds that war is natural, that man is 
instinctively combative. Since war has always entailed poverty, hunger 
and every form of human wretchedness, then the militarists are really 
saying that wretchedness is natural and instinctive—an obvious absurdity. 
Man’s instincts center around the joy of craftsmanship, the creation of the 
new and useful, the love of family, the laughter of children — and all this 
grows out of neighborliness, cooperation, the exchange of ideas, talents 
and creative skills. War requires isolation, deception, suspicion, fear, 
hatred. Free trade requires faith, trust, understanding, goodwill — which 
are the attributes of peace. 


The hope of the future is to keep our nation strong while we do 
all possible to lessen tensions and ease the fears and hatreds that the Red 
revolutionaries feed upon, and so liberate those forces within human 
society which work for peace and happiness. Such forces, under divine 
guidance, are vastly more powerful than the weapons of modern war.

questioning gaze of man and that, 
irrespective of the growth of scien- 
tific knowledge, the church’s doc- 
trines (concerning hell, purgatory, 
the miracle-working relics of saints, 
etc.) are not to be questioned with- 

out the penalties of sin. 

Few present-day laymen realize 
that the doctrine of the immaculate 
conception did not arise until the 
proclamation of 1854 by Pope Pius 
IX, just as few realize that the 
doctrine of the infallibility of the 
papacy was likewise not proclaimed 
until 1870. And it was not until 
1913-14 that Pope Pius X, the new 
saint, established the doctrine of 
the Holy Virgin as “Co-Redeemer, 
Co-Mediator, of all the graces and 
the Queen of Heaven, sharing the 
tulership of the world with her 
Son.” To the mind of lay scholar- 
ship it would appear that in the 
coming generation the worship of 
Mary will be lifted to such a place 
of preeminence as to destroy the 
historic doctrine of the Trinity, de- 
spite the circuitous theological ver- 
biage being used to explain how 
Mary is to be preeminent in the 
Trinity without forcing the Trinity 
into numerical imbalance! Yet the 
Vatican states that to question any 
of this is heresy and sin. 

Will the church gain or lose by 
this bold thrust of its dogma into 
the field of modern rational 
thought? Many of the Catholic 
clergy in this country, who are dis- 
tinguished for their wise and 
scholarly interpretation of the 
church’s message of redemption to 
the modern mind, are viewing these 
developments with much misgiving 
in the face of the enormous loss 
that the church has suffered in 
modern Europe and_ elsewhere. 
Where old-world illiteracy has been 
replaced by the informed, inquir- 
ing mind, will the old superstition- 
soaked medieval dogmas suffice? 
Man still needs salvation — his new 
knowledge of the universe has only 
increased his moral and _ spiritual 
needs — but can he be brought to 
his soul’s need by the adoration of 
the somewhat gruesome relics of 
some 11th century monk or by be- 
lieving that purgatory resides ex- 
actly 50 miles beneath the south- 
east corner of the Sistine Chapel 
and extends to the outskirts of 
Padua? 

Although nothing is being said 
about it publicly, intelligent devout 
American Catholic clergymen and 
laymen are wondering what this 
trend will mean in terms of the re- 
lation of American Catholi- 
cism to Rome. And American Prot- 
estants are asking what it will 
mean to our free society which 
has, for all its faults, prospered so 
greatly as a result of our emphasis 
on the rights and privileges of the 
inquiring mind.
